Cheese and Butter Exports 
Notable Increase Is Shown in Exports 
of Dairy Products 

During 1925, Canada exported 160,- 
742,000 pounds of cheese, valued at 
$34,575,000, compared with 21,465,000 
pounds in 1924, an increase of almost 
25 per cent. Last year’s export of 
cheese has not been equalled since 
back in the war boom days, and ts 
ahead of that shipped out in ‘1913, 1t 
is only 83,000,000 pounds below the 
record established in 1904, but is 
$10,000,000 ahead of that record in 
total value» It is not often 
that increased production is accom- 
panied with higher prices, but that 


was the happy combination reported 
for the past season.

that of last year. As usual, about 90 
per cent. of the cheese exported from 
Canada went to the United Kingdom, 
though Newfoundland, and Belgium 
‘Returns for

dance at their respective clinics from the time they were 
one month old. The gratifying announcement is made 
that the child welfare clinics conducted by the provincial 
department of health in Edmonton and Calgary, in co-op- 
eration with the civic authorities, and also at other points 
in the province, have been effective in greatly reducing 
the infant mortality. In Edmonton it is shown that the 
clinical work has contributed to‘a reduction in the infant 
mortality from 171 per 1000 in 1918 to 54.3 per 1000~in 
1925, a truly remarkable record. In Calgary the reduc- 
tion has been almost equally as satisfactory, the rate for 
1925 being 66.6, a much lower figure than in former years 
During the year 1925, there were 365 child welfare clinics 
held in the province, with a total attendance of 13,358 
babies and children of pre-school age. Of this.number 
86 clinics were held in rural districts, evidence that the 
health department is continuing to pursue its policy of 
reaching out to the rural districts te furnish attention 
which is not readily available otherwise to the isolated 
residents, 

During the summer and fall the travelling clinic 
which is conducted by the department visited the outlay- 
ing districts and in all 385 medical cases were examined 
and 58 operations performed for tonsils and adenoids, The 
travelling dentist examined 682 cases, These travelling 
clinics are a new feature of the departmental work and 
have been able to bring much needed services to the set- 
tlers in outlaying districts who are not able to provide for 
these services themselves, or where medical or dental 
services are not otherwise available.

Mets it is said, is the keynote of the north, Mystery 
and silence. And because of its mystery there will 
always be an attraction, something to draw men on and 
hold them, For it is no mere legend that the north ever 
calls back those who have once lived in the snow and the 
mountains, or through an Alaskan summer. What is true 
of Alaska is also, to a very great extent true of the east 
and western “shores of Vancouver Island and of the 
northern mainland shoreline. Scarcely has one left 
Vancouver or Victoria than there dawns the feeling that 
here is a new life opening out. As everywhere there is 
charm, so also is there mystery. One stops off ‘at little 
coastal villages to explore, or perhaps to fish or hunt, or 
study native life or industry, and the first thing that one 
runs into is the mysterious totem pole, that Indian 
“family tree’, which has great significance in the abori- 
ginal history and life of the Indians of the Coast, but 
which conceals its strange tales from the uninitiated 
white man, F 

Two striking examples of Indian art, totem poles 
which are said to be among the best on the Pacifie Coast 
because of their excellent design, legendry and historical 
importance, have been brought from the west coast of 
Vancouver Island to Vancouver, B.C., where Mr. C. 
Bannister, who secured them from the Indiuns, has 
erected them in front of his-home. They were made by 
the Hesquiat Indians and illustrate native legends and 
tribal .history. ( 

The Hesquiat Indians lay claim to being the first 
natives to see the white man in British Columbia, The 
tribe’s legend of the seeing of these men dates back to 
1788. The story told by these Indians is: 

@ ‘Two Indians were travelling along the west coast 
in canoes and in a light mist. Suddenly out of the mist 
there loomed a giant canoe with white wings and skulls 
hanging from them. All over the decks of the boat 
scrambled strange-looking creatures. such as they had 
never seen before. They white faces and stone feet.

“One of the strange palefaces took a long stick and 
pointed it in the air and it spurted fire. Immediately a 
seagull fell dead. 

“The two Indians in the canoe never recovered from 
the shock of this quick succession of strange and terrify- 
ing scenes and died on the spot.” 

The totems which Mr. Bannister has secured exceed 
twenty feet in height and have been set in concrete hases. 
The Great Eagle on the top of one of the poles was looked 
upon by Indians as a deity and is seen bringing the whale, 
whigh is also an emblem of great strength, to the power- 
fy chief, Cee-Ta-Ka-Nim who was famous as a whale 
nunter, 

When a poflatch, or great giving away feast wag held, 
all of the people of the tribe would gather in the lodge 
of the chief and a human skull thrown in amongst them. 
The man who was able to get out of the lodge with the 
skull was the hero of the potlatch and received the 
greatest measure cf gifts and attention, Cee-Ta-Ka-Nim 
evidently accomplished this feat as he is seen holding the 
skull in his hands. The large killer whale beneath is part 
of his family crest or emblem. 

On the other pole the top figure is the official dancing 
mask of the Hesquiat chief. Beneath is depicted the 
legend of the Kingfisher and the Great Bear. 

The kingfisher was leoked upon as a great prevaricator 
and boaster. One day the bear was walking by a creek 
where the kingfisher was fishing, The Great Bear said 
‘T'am-Moo-Kee, you are always boasting to everybody of 
what you can do, yet you never seem to do anything, Now 
you never hear me boast, but I will show you what I 
ean do,’ He stood up on his hind legs and started ta draw 
a serpent out of his stomach much to the astoalshment 
and amazement of the kingfisher. 

In nearly all Tndisa legends tbe characters ook ona 
dual personality, and were able at any time change 
themselves into birds, animals or fishes.
